Zionists Blast 
U.S. Attitude

‘ NEW YORK-—While the composition of the Jewish Agency dele- 
gation which will appear before the Political Committee of the 
United Nations was being determined, Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver, 
chairman of the Zionist Emergency Council issued a statement in 
Washington expressing his dissatisfaction with the attitude of the 
United States delegates at the special UN session now taking place. 


The appearance of the Jewish Agency before the Political Com- 
mittee was voted early in the week when the Arab Committee was 
also invited to testify. 


U. S. Not Defender of Jews 


Rabbi Silver asserted that the position taken by the United 
States in the United Nations debate on Palestine is “contrary to state- 
ments frequently made by our Chief Executive and to resolutions 
by Congress.” Instead of United States, Silver said the chief de- 
fenders of the Jews have been Russia, Poland, Czechoslovakia and 
Chile. 

Meanwhile the Political Committee whose talks are to name the 
body which will conduct an inquiry and then report back to the 
regular UN sé@ssion in September, was trying to reach a decision on 
the make-up of the board of inquiry. Several alternate plans rang- 
ing from that of the United States, which wants all small nations on 
the commission, to that of Argentine which wants the Big Five 
powers on that body, are being debated. 


Rabbi Silver’s blast was believed to have been issued as the 
result of the statement by Secretary of State Marshall that the 
position of the United States on the Palestine question would not 
be determined until after the report of the UN inquiry commission. 


Agency Also Thanks Russians 


The Jewish Agency issued a statement voicing thanks for the 
support given by Poland, the Soviet Union and Czechoslovakia, and 
expressed regret that the United States and Britain have not: taken 
a similar position. Part of the statement read as follows: 

“The Jewish Agency for Palestine appreciates the stand of these 
countries that have supported its request for the opportunity to be 
heard by the General Assembly. It'keenly regrets that the manda- 
tory power, the first great nation to promise assistance to the estab- 
lishment of the Jewish National Home, and the United States, which 
has always supported Jewish national aspirations in Palestine, has 
not taken a similar position. | 

“The Jewish people, who fought in all the armies of the United 
Nations during the war and who proportionately suffered larger 
losses than any other people, are hopeful that their case will be con- 
sidered by the General Assembly on its merits and will not be 
prejudiced by conflicts on other issues. 

Rumors that the American section of the Agency executive has 
invited Dr. Chaim Weizmann to fly to the United States to act as 
the Zionist spokesman before the Political Committee were denied 
by members of the executive. They revealed, however, that David 
Ben Gurion, chairman of the executive, has been asked to come to 
Flushing.

» «Agency, etc., etc. 
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_ Ain‘t No Such Thing As Jewish People Denied At UN Proceedings 


Some delegates try to talk the Jewish Agency 
out of the general assembly. They may succeed. 
They may even succeed in talking it out of the Po- 
litical Committee. But by the very fact of talking 
about the Jewish Agency they make it more im- 
portant than it ever has been, so that from now on 
every well informed reader of a newspaper will know 
that the Jews are a people on the threshold of full 
nationhood and that they have an institution on the 
threshold of being a government which is called the 
Jewish Agency. The very fact that some other Jew- 
ish organizations contest its authority, confirms the 
existence of the Jewish Agency as a quasi-govern- 
mental body. 

There is only ene language that speaks louder 
than the debates in the hall of the United Nations— 
and that is the language of events in and around 
Palestine. So who will ever pay attention to a 
learned dissertation by the great philosopher that 
there aren’t no Jewish people? 

Some time ago Ben Halpern in the Jewish Fron- 


tier published a learned dissertation according to 
which the members of the dissident and resistance 
groups in Palestine are not class-Kosher. The ar- 
ticle was republished in pamphlet form by Hadas- 
sah. Hundreds, maybe thousands, of Zionists were 
convinced that Dov Gruner was not class-kosher. A 
few weeks later millions of Jews read of the hang- 
ing of Dov Gruner and he became a symbol of Jew- 
ish heroism class-kosher or not class-kosher. 


The Jews of America who worship the memory of 
Dov Gruner as a hero are mostly liberals. They 
admire Wallace and they read—if they read at all— 
The Nation and PM and the N. Y. Post, They are as 
far removed from being pro-fascist and anti-labor as 
we are from the mgon. Yet, despite Ben Halpern’s 
arguments that the members of the Irgun are full- 
fledged or half-baked or potential fascists, they are 
impressed by the exploits of the Irgun.

Refugees Piled Up 
By New U.S. Zone Law

VIENNA — Jewish refugees 


from Poland and Rumania are 
beginning to pile up here less 
than two weeks after the U.S. 
Army announced that it would 
no longer permit “infiltrees” to 
enter DP camps in Germany. 
There are about 500 “infiltrees” 
in Vienna and another 1,000 are 
reported to be at the Rumanian- 
Austin frontier headed in this di- 
reaction. Although the U.S. Army 
has not closed the borders of 
Germany, the “infiltrees” fear 
to enter Germany because of the 
uncertainty of their fate there. 
At present the DP’s are housed 
in a shelter maintained by the 
Jewish Refugee Committee. They 
receive no assistance from ofi- 
cial quarters and Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee food supplies 
while increasing are still not ade- 
quate. A recent group of arrivals 
have been quarantined for two 
weeks, because a case of chicken 
pox cropped up in their midst. 





Cyprus Population 
14434; Expect More 


Jewish Telegraphie Agency 
LONDON—A total of , 14,434 
visaless Jews are now interned 
in camps on Cyprus, Colonial See- 
retary Arthur Creech-Jones an- 
nounced this week in Commons. 
Creech-Jones also revealed that 
there were 1,840 visaless immi- 
grants being held in Palestinian 
camps and that 1,375 are await- 
ing their release under the regu- 
lar monthly quotas. Three hun- 
dred and forty-six of them are 
women and children who were 
shipwrecked on the Dodecanese 
island of Sirina, while the re 
maining 119 are hospitalized. 
The Cyprus camps were orig- 
inally constructed to house a 
maximum of 10,000 persons, he 
said, adding that the government 
plans to expand the facilities to 
house the additional expected 
immigrants. He stated that the 
Palestine Government will bear 
the cost of construction and 
maintenance of the installations.

Omaha, and Dr. Abram L. Sachar, 
national director of B’nai B'rith 
Hillel Foundations. Members of 
the B’nai B’rith National Execu- 
tive Committee gathered here 
from all-sections of the country 
to attend the services. The body 
lay in state at the Jewish Com- 
munity Center prior to the fu- 
neral services at Temple Israel. 

Memorial services had pre- 
viously been held at Temple 
Emanu-El, New York City, on 
Sunday. The services, attended 
by leaders in American Jewish 
life, were conducted by Rabbi S. 
H. Goldenson, Temple Emanu-E]; 
Rabbi Wice, Rabbi Israel Gold- 
stein, Temple B’nai Jeshurun, 
New York City; Dr. Stephen S. 
Wise, Free Synagogue, New York 
City; and Dr. Maurice Eisendrath 
of Cincinnati, President of the 
Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations. 

Mr. Monsky, who was 57, is 
survived by his wife, Mrs. Daisy 
Monsky, who was at his side at 
the time of death; a son Hubert, 
who served aS a major in the 
American Air Forces in World 
War II; two daughters, Mrs. Paul 
Grossman of Omaha, and Mrs. 
Barbara Turner of San Francisco, 
and his 99-year-old mother, Mrs. 
Abraham Monsky, and a step- 
daughter, Mrs. Lloyd Malashock, 
both of Omaha.

Monsky, B’nai B'rith affairs are 
being conducted by its Central 
Administrative Board composed 
of Frank Goldman, Lowell, Mass.; 
Sidney G. Kusworn, Dayton, 
Ohio; Maurice Bisgyer, Washing- 
ton, D. C., national secretary;

Mr. Monsky had been President 
of B'nai B'rith since his election 


‘at the May 1938 convention in 


Washington, succeeding Alfred 
M. Cohen of Cincinnati. His ac- 
tivity in B’nai B’rith covers many 
years. He was president of the 
Omaha Lodge in 1912, president 
of District Grand Lodge No. 6, 
in 1921, and a member of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Order 
Since 1923. He had served as edi- 


tor of The National Jewish 
Monthly since 1938. 
His foresight and _ initiative 
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HENRY MONSKY 


were largely responsible for the 
creation of the American Jewish 
Conference and earned him elec- 
tion to the chairmanship of its 
Interim Committee, its highest 
functioning unit. 

In 1942 he was honored with 
the degree of Doctor of Hebrew 
Letters by Dropsie College. in 
Philadelphia. Phi Epsilon Pi, in 
1943, selected him as the “Jewish 
Man of the Year,” and Hebrew 
Union College, Cincinnati, in 1946 
also awarded him the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Hebrew Let- 
ters. 


Held Many High Positions 

In his native city Mr. Monsky 
was the founder of the Omaha 
Community Chest and Welfare 
Federation in 1921, serving as its 
president in 1929, and continu- 
ously on its board of trustees 
from the time of its organization. 
He aided in the development of 
Father Flanagan’s Boys Town, 
was counsel for the project, and 
was a member of its board of 
trustees continuously from 1925. 
Mr. Monsky was past president 
of the Nebraska Conference on 
Social Work and a past president 
of the Omaha Council of Boy 
Scouts of America. 

Mr. Monsky was a member of 
the law firm of Monsky, Grodin- 
sky, Marer and Cohen and an of- 
ficer and director in numerous 
corporations. 

He held membership in the 
American Judicature Society, 
Zeta Beta Tau, and Highland 
Country Club here. He was also 
a Mason and an Elk.

HE'S ILL-INFORMED,

There isn’t much doubt con- 
cerning the position of Rabbi 
Norman Goldburg and he cer- 
tainly has the right to express 
his opinions to the public at 
large.’ But if while doing this, he 
distorts and quotes out of con- 
text, among other things, then 
he should be rebuked for his un- 
wholesome effort. 

Yes, Rabbi, I did read Mr. 
Crossman’s “Palestine Mission” 
and did run across that quota- 
tion. I also ran across quotations 
which revealed Mr. Crossman’s 
belief that Zionists still have a 
“dual loyalty’; that would be dif- 
ficult to prove to the tens of 
thousands of Jewish ex-G.I.’s who 
are “fanatic” Zionists. Justice 
Brandeis, a great jurist; dis- 
pelled this fantastic theory years 
ago and I refer both Rabbi G. 
and Mr. Crossman to the writ- 
ings of this Jew. 

I doubt very much whether 
Crossman is a “friend of the 
Jews.” He may be fair, tolerant, 
intelligent and broadminded but 
he is far from being infallible. 
Throughout his book he seems to 
reflect his background and the 
cultural sphere from whence ne 
comes. Anybody who has the pa- 
tience to glance at the back- 


+ cover of the book will realize that 


he spent many of his early va- 
cations in Germany and Austria. 
This explains his clear British 
understanding of the German- 
Jewish settlers at Naharia and 
his antagonism toward those 
“fanatic” Eastern European 
Jews. In their memories are the 
suffering of their people and the 
refusal to remain a people with- 
out a home. They have experi- 
enced the result of this pseudo- 
Christian world’s effort to de- 
Judaise the world. It is no won- 
der Mr. Crossman could not un- 
derstand a people who know that 
the intellectualizing on anti-Sem- 
itism is a poor substitute for ex-

periencing this disease. 

Rabbi Goldburg seems to en- 
joy at least one of Mr. Cross- 
man’s statements but could I be 
so impertinent as to show the 
Rabbi that Mr. Crossman is far 
away from him on a very basic 
issue? The Rabbi’s answer to the 
Palestine problem is bi-national- 
ism, advocated by Shomer Hat- 
zair and Dr. Judah Magnes. If 
Rabbi Goldburg will turn to page 
133 he will read something very 
interesting. Dr. Magnes had just 
completed testifying before the 
Committee of Inquiry at its ses- 
sions in Jerusalem and following 
are two quotations from this 
page: 

“He spoke extremely well in 
favor of bi-nationalism, but I 
felt all @srough that what he 
said represented nothing real in 
Palestine politics. Maybe twenty 
years ago that was possible; it’s 
too late for it now.” 

“What this eame to (Dr. Mag- 
nes’ testimony) was a complete 
contradiction with regard his own 
university of the bi-national pol- 


ites , , , throughout his entire 
speech.” 
Mr. Crossman, who spent a 


month or more on these Ameri- 
can shores, believes that the Jew- 
ish State of Palestine would only 
increase anti-Semitism in Amer- 
ica. Mr. Crossman knows very Lt- 
tle of anti-Semitism in America, 
very little of cultural pluralism, 
which is the basis of American 
Democracy and not the melting 
pot idea. It is a tragedy that the 
brilliant Englishman could not 
stay with us a few years and 
learn a few things about Amer- 
ica. This “national minority 
group” that the Rabbi throws up 
to us in a very tainted and ob- 
noxious manner is a _ principle 
that has been accepted by most 
leaders in American life. 

Rabbi Goldburg, as usual goes 
off half-cocked concerning the 
past elections. There have been 
enough half truths going about 
the anti-Semitic world concern- 
ing the elections without having 
a Rabbi spread some more mali- 
cious rumors. He seems to be a 
“fanatic” assimilationist. 

The proposed British loan war- 
rants further investigation. The 
loan was pushed through under 
the assumption that it was an 
emergency measure that had to 
be passed at once in order to 
safeguard the British economy 
against a collapse and therefore 
to safeguard world peace. I can 
quote many noted American 
economists who opposed this 
loan on purely economic rea- 
sons and warned that it would be 
of little assistance to a faltering 
British economy. Some _ recent

Rabbi Norman Goldburg of 
Brockton, Mass., in your issue of 
April 25 lets the cat out of the 
bag—and a black cat it is—as is 
the real reason for his anti-Zion- 
ism, as well as that of Crossman 
and others. 

In the first parayraph of his 
letter he quotes Crossman, with 
approbation apparently, as fol- 
lows: “The conversion of Amer- 
ican Jewry to fanatical Zionism 
has, I believe, weakened its posi- 
tion in the States.

If he had 
Jewish survival at heart, or if he 
were even objective in studying 
this problem, he would find doz 
ens of statements by British and 
American statesmen responsible 
for the Balfour Declaration and 
its later interpretation which 
would refute the quotations he 
gives us. If he or others want 
this refutation they can get it 
from the Zionist Organization of 
Amerca, 41 East 42nd- St., New 
York, N. Y.

out the fact the loan is disap- 
pearing at a terrific pace and 
that the British are feeling 
around to discover the possibil- 
ity of another “peace” loan. 
There have also been protesta- 
tions by American businessmen 
who have discovered that certain 
practices of British businessmen 
have been violations of the pro- 
visions of the loan. These are not 
“fanatic” Zionists but just or- 
dinary Americans. 

The second reason for the loan 
was to prevent a world confla- 
gration by bolstering a _ very 
weak economy.

The Jewish Delegation Enters 
i. days the sessions of the United Nations had been dragging 
on at Flushing Meadow. Speeches on end, largely repetitious, 
bored delegates, spectators and reporters alike. Even the occasional 
flare-ups failed to break the fairly even monotony of speeches ang 
endless translations, which made the proceedings seem to move gg 
slowly. 

If not for the presence of the several Arab delegations the whole 
spectacle would have been a drab one. The Arabs, in their flowing 
robes and their white head-dress, lent an exotic air to the meeting 
rooms. In an otherwise colorless setting they stood out distinctively, 
A# they rose to step into the delegates’ lounge, or as they walked 
in the corridors, or as they were glimpsed arriving on the grounds 
in their cars, they were the center of attraction. 

“How perfectly fascinating!” many women spectators were 
heard to exclaim over and over again. Even the hardboiled news. 
papermen admitted that the Arabs were stealing the show—even as 
they had done at the San Francisco Conference several years ago 
when the foundations of the United Nations had been laid. 

One could not deny these people the right to wear their na. 
tional costume, but it was clear that they were playing the art of 
showmanship to the limit at the same time. The political value of 
their distinctiveness was immeasurable.

I GAVE MY IMAGINATION free rein, and pictured another 
scene in these solemn surroundings. The session was about to be. 
gin; delegates and spectators were about to take their seats, when 
suddenly there was a commotion in one corner of the visitors’ gal. 
lery. There was an exited buzz of voices, necks craned, and special 
police raced to the scene from every direction. Suddenly the knot of 
figures opened, and strange apparitions came into view. A gasp 
arose, first from the spectators seated near at hand, and then from 
the throats of the entire awed assemblage. The Jewish delegation 
had at last arrived to take its seats. 

But no ordinary delegation this. All the great leaders of Ameri- 
can Zionism were there—Abba Hillel Silver, Emanuel Neumann, 
Stephen Wise, Louis Lipsky—and dozens of others. Forgotten were 
their petty differences of opinion and their personal rivalries, Now 
they were in the service of their people. But not this caused the 
excitement and the alarm. People about them stood back in trepi- 
dation. Several women stifled half-shrieks, Men paled at the sight. 

For the Jewish delegation, denied justice, denied rights, denied 
even a voice in the shaping of its own destiny, came clothed as be. 
fits the representatives of a people, one third of whom had been 
exterminated, and another large number of whom faced only a 
cruel and hopeless and despondent future. The Jewish delega. 
tion was dressed in sackcloth and ashes! 

Their bodies were ungainly in the coarse, tattered rags, symbol 
of suffering and sorrow, which enveloped them, But it was their 
faces which aroused terror in the hearts of all. For five days each 
member of the delegation had fasted. Neither food nor water had 
passed their lips, and already there was a gauntness of cheek, a 
pallor of complexion. The ashes! It was an awesome and terri- 
fying sight. Their heads were covered with it, their faces streaked 
with it. Yet through the blue and white ash, despite the obvious 
physical weakness, for many clutched unwhittled staffs for sup 
port, their eyes gleamed with a fervor and a desperation, with a 
light that seemed to cast its own illumination. Their uncombed 
hair, smeared with ashes and gravel, stood up in disheveled dis. 
array, or hung in matted locks about the sides of their faces. They 
had the looks of madmen, of desperate fanatics, though they walked 
quietly and peacefully, almost with humility, to the seats allotted 
them. They were still recognizable as Dr. Silver, Dr. Neuman, Dr, 
Wise. Mr. Lipsky and the others, despite the awful change in 
their apperance. , 

It was noted that each member of the delegation wore a yellow 
armband, and the explanation was quickly whispered about the 
hall—symbol and reminder that even in the United Nations, a far 
cry from Hitler, Jews received only second class rights, and were 
denied the ordinary, decent privileges even of a criminal to speak in 
his own interests. Here, too, there was a ghetto. 


THE JEWISH DELEGATION, long awaited, had come at last, 
and they came fittingly gowned as the representatives of the six 
million mutilated, decayed and burned corpses which fertilize the 
soil of Central Europe. The Jewish delegation had come. Repre 
sentatives of the nations looked furtively at each other, without 
uttering a word. Even the Arabs, the half-cynical smiles banished 
from their lips, seemed to sink in their chairs. There was a long, 
unbroken lull. Everyone had the feeling that a committee of 
skeletons, inexorable and not to be denied, was awaiting the vel 
dict. 

Then, somewhat nervously, and in a voice which cracked aud 
ibly, the chairman opened the session. But there was a different 
atmosphere in the United Nations.

Will Maslow, head of the So- 
cial Action Commission of the 
American Jewish Congress, urged 
the committee to recommend the 
creation of “a group defamation 
statute” and to sponsor legisia- 
tion to outlaw the sending of 
anti-Jewish publications through 
the mails. Declaring that there 
were at least 55 such publica- 
tions circulating despite the fact 
that organized anti-Semitism is 
probably at “its lowest ebb since 
the early ’30s,” Dr. Maslow said 
the Congress was concerned with 
such manifestations because they 
imperilled not only a particular 
minority group, “but democracy 
itself.” 

Dr. John Slawson, executive 
vice-president of the American 
Jewish Committee, opposed en- 
actment of group libel laws and 
laws banning the mails or deny- 
ing second class mailing priv- 
ileges to publications containing 
objectionable material. “To 4t- 
tempt to curb by sanctions the 
free expression of ideas, even 
hostile ideas, is psychologically 
as well as legally unsound,” Dr. 
Slawson said.

sue was permitted by scared 
Jews to transcend a much greater 
moral issue. 


I sometimes am perplexed by 
Rabbi Goldburg’s ignorance of 
democratic procedure. The Pales- 
tine issue is a part of the official 
American foreign policy, wheth- 
er our State Department realizes 
this or not. We have committed 
ourselves to back the formation 
of a Jewish Commonwealth in 
Palestine which is not the British 
policy. The picketing of the Brit- 
ish Embassy is a protest vy 
some of the American public 
against a policy which they feel 
is totally unjustified. They are 
Americans fighting for the free- 
dom of a people to live a decent 
life. Is that un-American? If they 
had not protested in this man- 
ner they would have been poor 
Americans and subsequently 
poorer Jews. What Rabbi Gold- 
burg saw in Boston should give 
the leaders of our Republic a feel- 
ing that democracy is still a liv- 
ing, functioning force. 


There is no sense going into a 
discussion of the Balfour Decla- 
ration. I refer Rabbi Goldburg 
to the American Christian Coun- 
cil for Palestine and to numer- 
ous remarks of one Lloyd George 
and of Balfour himself. The 
League of Nations Mandate 
Committee might give some valu- 
able information. Of course the 
Rabbi might give the excuse that 
any Zionist would give a partial 
version but would you say that 
the Institute of Arab American 
Affairs, Inc., hasn’t an axe to 
grind? I haven’t sufficient knowl- 
edge of this “impartial” outfit to 
make any half-cocked remarks. 


Zionists are opposed to extrem- 
ism within the movement and 
have always worked for a well 
disciplined movement. But the 
Rabbi intimates that practically 
all Zionists are fanatics and un- 
just to their American heritage. 
It must hurt Rabbi Goldburg to 
realize that the American Jew is

Protestant Schools Told 
To Take Jewish Pupils 


Jewish Telegraphic Agency ‘ 
QUEBEC—Jewish school chil- 


dren in the city of Outremont, in 
Quebec Province, would continue 
to be educated in schools run by 
the Protestant Board of School 
Trustees for the next five years 
under a bill introduced in the pro- 
vincial legislature by the gov- 
ernment. 

The legislation seeks to solve 
the problem created by the de- 
cision last year of the Outremont 
Protestant trustees to bar Jewish 
children from further attendance 
at their schools, because, they as- 
serted, the funds contributed by 
the Jewish community in taxes 
were insufficient to defray the 
costs of educating the Jewish stu- 
dents. A bill passed by the leg- 
islature last spring provided that 
the Outremont schools continue 
to accept Jewish students in the 
1946-47 school year, ending this 
June 30. The new legislation 
would extend the period through 
June, 1952, 

The problem arose as a result 
of the parochial education sys- 
tem in Quebec province. Schools 
are operated either by the Cath- 
olic or Protestant communities, 
with the government furnishing 
subsidies. Since most Jewish par- 
ents do not wish to have their 
children attend Catholic schools, 
where they would receive relig- 
ious instruction, Jewish students 
have been sent to the Protestant 
schools.

HIS IS one of the most rig- 
orously logical and persua- 
sive treatises on Palestine which 
has yet appeared. Scientifically 
trained economists first, and 
idealists second, the authors pre- 
sent the case for Jewish Palestine 
with the perfection of a syllogism 
with every premise neatly, care- 
fully arranged, and therefore ut- 
terly irrefutable. 

So unassailable is the logic and 
unanswerable the argument that 
a reviewer in the New York 
Times, a newspaper anything but 
favorable towards Zionism, ended 
his brief summary of this factual 
survey with the decisive conclu- 
sion that “When one considers all 
this together there can hardly be 

«any doubt where intrinsic justice 
_ lies.” 

Palestine is in the Middle East, 
around which area a host of 
grievous misconceptions have 
been deliberately created and 

spread. Both the 
major and mi- 
nor ones are an- 
alysed at great 
length and neat- 
ly disposed of, 
leaving no doubt 
as to their basic 
fallacy or false- 
hood. The su- 


preme problem 
of the Middle East, yet the one 
which is energetically suppress- 
ed, is poverty of man and soil. 
Unless this is remedied, there is 
no hope for this, potentially one 
of the richest portions of the 
earth, 


Despite popular belief, the Mid- 
dle East is definitely not entirely 
\rabic in character, either in 
language or in nationality. The 
three largest and leading states, 
rurkey, Egypt and Iran are none 
of them racially or culturally 
Arabic., Though predorkinantly 
Moslem in religion, “the unity of 
this tie can also be easily over- 
stated,” and the unscrupulous, 
dishonest propagandists, paid or 
unpaid, do so regularly. In the 
largest and most highly develop- 
ed country of the Middle East, in 
Turkey, “Islamic teaching is pro- 
hibited in the schools.” The bitter 
and perpetual feuds between the 
various orthodox and unorthodox 
_ » sects make any talk of Moslem 
religion a jest. The religion of 
Islam has no place for Palestine. 
To Moslems, Palestine is not a 
Holy Land, as it is to the Jews 
and Christians. The “religious” 
significance it has lately assumed 
is spurious, purely political in 
character, and instigated by Arab 
ecclesiastical politicians in the 
pay of the British. 

THE MUCH HERALDED ris- 
ing Arab nationalism, a bogey 
sedulously spread and cultivated 


is branded a pure myth. The 
masses in Egypt, as throughout 
the entire Middle East, are pro- 
foundly indifferent to national- 
ism, to democracy, and to any- 
thing else for the crucial reason 
that 80 per cent of them “live un- 
der conditions of slow starvation” 
and endure “a life little removed 
from a walking death.” Those

After a brief and illuminating 
resume’ of Turkish rule over Pal- 
estine, the incredibly tragic story 
of Palestine under the Britigh is 
told. Evidence upon evidence is 
piled up, of British treachery, 
sabotage and deceit, till the rec- 
ord becomes conclusive, and over- 
whelming and a condemnation 
which no amount of diplomatic 
double-talk or evasion can erase 
or soften. The fair-minded person 
can have no doubts conéerning 
the true intentions of the British 
in Palestine from the day of the 
issuance of the Balfour Declara- 
tion and the Mandate.

The systematic nullification of 
this pledge is traced with scien- 
tific and painstaknig objectivity. 
A careful examination of British 
policy touching such crucial is- 
sues aS immigration, land, and 
the character of Colonial officials 
sent to Palestine to administer 
the country compels the melan- 
choly conclusion that “the weight 
of responsibility for failing to 
fulfill the moral and legal obliga- 
tions assumed under the Balfour 
Decaration and the Mandate must 
fall on His Majesty’s government 
The British Government abandon- 
ed these obligations entirely when 
they impeded her competition with 
Italy and Germany for Arab sup- 
port in the Mediterranean.” To- 
day, when Soviet Russia is the 
alleged threat to the Empire, the 
same “competition” prevails, and 
now as then British policy tends 
not to increase the welfare of 
the Arab masses, but to deepen 
their ignorance, poverty and sub- 
mission. é 

THE BRITISH have pursued a 
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not move the British government, 
with Churchill as Prime Minister, 
to modify the cruel provisions of 
the 1939 White Paper. “Through 
the war years,” the authors at- 
test, “the Palestine administra- 
tion adopted every possible de- 
vice, including deportation of ref- 
ugees who had entered without 
permission, to discourage poten- 
tial refugees from pouring into 
Palestine.” 


The best current pretext for 
British sabotage and liquidation 
of promises made to the Jews is 
the socalled “Arab problem”’— 
as much a British creation, as are 
the Arab League and all Arab 
politicians, secular and religious, 
from Ibn Saud down. This issue 
is stated quite realistically, name- 
ly that “the authors of the Bal- 
four Declaration and the Man- 
date recognized that they were 
announcing a policy that would 
not command the support of Pal- 
estinian Arabs. They may well 
have underestimated the amount 
of Arab opposition, but they knew 
that there would be opposition. 
They deliberately imposed a po- 
litical sacrifice on the Palestine 
Arabs. Their justification for im- 
posing this sacrifice -was the dire 
need of the Jewish people. Its 
compensations were first to in- 
clude the establishment of other 
independent Arab states, second, 
the international guarantee of 
equal individual rights to Pales- 
tinian Arabs, etc.” While the 
Arabs received all of the ‘“com- 
pensations” the Jews are being 
robbed of the only award or 
promise made them. Particularly 
timely and valid is the penetrat- 
ing observation that “The very 
existence of these Arab States 
with large, potentially productive 
but undeveloped lands constitutes 
perhaps the strongest argument 
against the creation of yet an- 
other Arab State in the 10,400 
Square miles of Palestine, while 
the Jews have no other national 
home.” 


PART THREE of the book is 
a detailed analysis of contempor- 
ary Palestine, with illuminating 
chapters and_ statistical data 
touching such crucial questions 
as land, people, national income, 
water, fuel and power, construc- 
tion, transport, trade and _ ser- 


vices, labor organization and en- 
terprise, money and finance, in- 
ternational economic relations, 
public and quasi-public finance.

CAIRO — The Arab contries 
have been urged by Mohandas 
Ghandi, Indian leader, to offer 
“hospitality” to Jews who wish 
to enter their territories.

OLSO, Norway —Norway is 
taking concrete steps to aid 
homeless Jews and at the same 
time build up its skilled man- 
power. The first contingent of 
300 Jewish refugees from Ger- 
many and 300 from Poland will 
arrive in a few weeks. 


The government plans to per- 
mit the newcomers to apply for 
Norwegian citizenship after five 
years’ residence. However, in the 
Meantime, they will be quartered 
temporarily in camps near 
Mysen and will have a_ three- 
month acclimatization course, 
covering Norwegian culture, his- 
tory, language and civics, with 
intensive study of the termin- 
ology of the trade or craft which 
they will follow.

HE Jewish community of our town has 
been in the throes of another Jewish 
problem ever since it was announced, lately, 
that a Jewish parochial school is to be started 
among us in the autumn. In Jewish life there 
is never any rest from problems and you think 
you have escaped it all in a rummy game un- 
til somebody around the table asks, “What do 
you think of a Jewish parochial school?” Or 
I am sitting at my desk in the daily newspaper 
office and my mind is occupied by the secular 
matters on account of which I draw my weekly 
pay-check, when, sud- 
denly, my meditations 
are interrupted by a 
voice at my side: “Hello! 
I dropped in to get your 
opinion on the Jewish 
parochial school.” 


“Well, sir, this is no 
time or place to bring 
that up. Don’t you see 
how busy I am with mat- 
ters of the general public good? And you come 
along to drop another Jewish problem on my 
burdened head.” 

My visitor says Jewish parochial schools are 
problems in Jewish communities all around 
the country right now: To start them or not 
to start them. They are making new contro- 
versies in Israel, . . . “I didn’t mean to bust 
in on any cosmic thinking you may be doing 
at the moment. I have called merely to give 
you a Jewish question to chew on at your lei- 
sure. The way you tried to brush me off doesn’t 
make friends or influence people.” 

“All right,” I said, “I’ll think about it later. 
Now run along.”

IN COMPLIANCE with this promise this is 
being written. I think of myself as a grand- 
father, one of whose grandchildren, Ellen, al- 
ready is of school age, ahd two others, Jan and 
Paul, soon will be. (The regular readers of 
this column know Ellen almost from the day 
of her birth in 1940. I introduced her to the 
public at her birth and she has been an oc- 
casional subject in these columns ever since.) 

Now, as grandfather, I ask myself: Do you 
want your grandchildren to attend a Jewish 
parochial school? And why, or why not? 

Let’s, for example, consider Ellen. Ellen now 
is in the first grade of a public school and doing 
all right. In the public school she is in the ideal 
situation of a human being who is not conscious 
of any important difference between herself 
and other human beings in her classroom: No 
difference of wealth, or social station, or race 
or religion. In her class there is the complete 
fulfillment of democracy. Bad behavior is the 
only distinction that can separate one individual 
from another. Ellen herself is conscious of no 
barrier in the fact that she is Jewish; it’s noth- 
ing to obsess her young mind. Being Jewish 
is a way of having to do with God, and connotes 
nothing of separation from other kids. 

Suppose, now, that in autumn the director 
of the Jewish parochial school calls on me: 
“Mr. Segal, I am speaking to you as a grand- 
father who may have some influence on the 
parents of his grandchildren.” 

“Oh, sir, you flatter my patriarchal status. It’s 
a fact of life, though, that one’s grown children 
pretty much go their own way, regardless of 
the patriarch who brought them into life.” 

“Well, anyway, Mr. Segal, I am calling on 


you to use whatever influence you have to en- 


roll your granddaughter in our parochial 
school.” 

I-reply that I’ve been thinking about the 
parochial school... . “But, sir, why a parochial] 


school at this late date of American Jewish, 
life? Why this sudden project of an escape for 
our children from the palladium of American 
life which is the public school? Why run away 
from that? You and I, all the Jews of our gen- 
eration, grew up in the public schools and aren’t 
the less Jewish on that account. I grew up on 
the idea that to be a Jew was to employ my 
Jewish teaching toward ‘the good of the com- 
mon life about me; I wasn’t somebody separate 
in the American scene. 

“What you would have me do to Ellen was 
what Hitler did with all the Jewish Ellens in 
Germany as soon as he took over. He ordered 
that Jewish children must be set apart in sep- 
arate schools, to have no share in German life. 
Later he deprived them also ef Jewish life by 
killing most of them. We resented bitterly 
what Hitler did to us. Why, now, do we do it 
to ourselves? 

“No, my friend, I must tell you 1 shall do 
nothing to have Ellen enrolled in the Jewish 
parochial school. Suppose she were put in 
your school. At once she would be made aware 
that she was somebody apart from the run of 
the girls; she was something different and 
must carry her difference to a separate corner. 

“I want Ellen to be educated to understand 
that she belongs to American life and is nobody 
special. She is not a ghetto child to be guarded 
from contact with other children of other faiths 
and race. She is Jewish but her being Jewish 
is no identity that sequesters her from those 
who are Christians. As a Jew I am not sep- 
arating myself or any of my kinspeople from 
the brotherhood of man. 

“True, later in her school life Ellen may be- 
come conscious of outward social pressures 
that have to do with her being Jewish. Sorori- 
ties and all that! The little children who now 
love her as their friend may, when they grow 
up, acquire the baser prejudices of their elders. 
But we’re not running away from that prospect, 
sir. In our family we are standing by our 
faith in democratic education. What becomes 
of education for democracy if American educa- 
tion is divided up in many smal! sectarian or 
racial parts? We stand with the American idea 


of popular education.” Me 


& * * 


THE DIRECTOR of the Jewish parochial 
schoo] replies: “Nearly all the Catholic children 
are in parochial schools and their education 
doesn’t make them any less American.” 

“What the Catholics do is not our matter, 
even though many Protestants are bitterly re- 
sentful of the Catholics being in schools sep- 
arate from the American education system. 
Anyway, the Catholics, being numerous and 
strong, can afford to ignore the resentment of 
the large body of Protestants. But what’s only 
sauce for the Catholic may be poison for the 
Jews who have troubles enough without having 
heaped upon their heads the aspersion that 
they are hostile to the public schools. 

“But that’s the least. The main thing is that 
Jews, by reason of being essentially democrats, 
must stand by the American system of educa- 
tion. Ellen will continue her education in the 
public schools.

good sound advice on writing. 


We asked Mrs. Alofsin to write a letter to you boys and girls telling how 
an author writes a story.

Dear Girls and Boys, 

When I was ten years old the 
teacher of the one-room village 
school I attended, walked home 
with me the four miles to our 
farm. I had been kept out of 
school two days to hoe potatoes. 
The truant officer had lectured 
me that morning. He talked of 
the law. But my teacher said to 
my father, “Don’t keep Dorothy 
out of school. She’s going to be 
an author some day. She must 
have a good education.” 

Many years later when I at- 
tended Harvard’s Workshop for 
Writers, we students were told to 
take a true experience of our own 
childhood, intensify it (exagger- 
ate it to make it more exciting) 
and write a short story. I used 
the above incident, Because there 
isn’t any menace (danger) in a 
ten year old girl staying out of 
school two days and a story to be 
good must contain menace, I 
made my leading character six- 
teen years old and eager to be a 
writer. Her father gets her a job 
and takes her permanently out 
of school. Deborah thinks she 
won’t be a writer without a good 
education. Heartsick, she vows 
that no one shall take her writ- 
ing away from her. That’s how 
my story ended.

borah Warshaw, her fine Jewish 
home, her parents and friends. 
Most of all she wanted to know 
if Deborah would achieve her 
writing. “It should be the first 
chapter of a book,” I was told. 


Have you read the book? 


Some of the secrets of writing 
learned by me through years of 
fumbling are in “The Nightin- 
gale’s Song,” to help you. You 
will learn how to write a dra- 
matic opening, for any story on 
page 66. Pages 70-75 take you in- 
side an author’s mind while a 
story is taking form from start 
to finish. 

The incident of the religious 
service in the pine grove (A Rab- 
bi used this as the text for a ser- 
mon after reading my book) was 
performed by my father when it 
was impossible to get to a Syna- 
gogue. In real life it was a Bar 
Mitzvah service for a Jewish or- 
phan boy who lived with us. My 
father taught him everything a 
Jewish boy should know before 
he pledges his loyalty to his re- 
ligion and his people. An emer- 
gency occurred and my father 
couldn’t be absent from the farm 
for two days to take the boy 
down mountain roads to a town 
with a Synagogue, so this orig- 
inal service resulted. I had no 
character of Bar Mitzvah age in 
“The Nightingale’s Song,” so I 
changed the reason for the ser- 
vice (page 151). 


THE STORY of what happened 
to Nellie, the Jersey cow, really 
happened exactly that way (page 
106) in my own home. Except' for 
these two incidents, everything 
else in the book is fiction, plan- 
ned for excitement and interest- 
ing reading. All the background 
is real, with which I was familiar 
-.. the farm, the paper mill, the 
glove factory. Always use back- 
ground you know well; it gives 
your story realism and convinc- 
ingness. Any library will provide 
you with facts about your back- 
ground that you don’t know. 
Thus, for “The Nightingale’s 
Song,” I went hunting in books 
for diseases that kill cows, be- 
cause my story needed more 
menace and trouble at that point. 


After you read “The Nightin- 
gale’s Song” you should be better 
able to write a good story your- 
selves. Mark, in the book, the 
facts about writing to which you 
will want to return to check your 
story against. Then take a true 
happening out of your own life 
to start you off, intensify it to 
add more menace, add adven- 
tures and action that is interest- 
ing, so others will enjoy reading 
it.

EAR readers, while this columnist is touring the West and 
Midwest, keep your letters coming to the address below as 

per usual. They’ll catch up with me, thanks to our co-operating 
Postmaster. But please give me a little extra time to include the 
requested recipes in this COLUMN. Unless, of course, it is for a

The first S.O.S. that has caught up with me at Denver, Colorado, 
comes from Mrs. B. Kershman of Fort Worth, Texas. Mrs. K. asks 
for a recipe for Flaky Pie Pastry which she wants to use specially 
for Rhubarb Pie. Well, Mrs. K. thanks for all the nice things you 
say about our way of presenting recipes. And here’s the recipe you 
want: 

Flaky Pastry 
2% cups sifted flour 
% teaspoon salt 
% cup vegetable shortening 

Sift together the dry ingredients and measure accurately amount 
needed. Cut the shortening into the dry mixture, using a pastry 
blender or work rapidly with twowknife blades until the mixture is 
reduced to pea size particles. Add the water a spoonful at a time, 
pressing the moistened particles together lightly with a fork. As 
some of the mixture begins to cling together, place the ball of 
pastry on a sheet of heavy wax paper. When all the dry and liquid 
ingredients are formed into pastry dough, press into one ball with 
the hands after bringing the wax paper ends together and twisting 
it gently. Chill 30 minutes before rolling out. This is sufficient 
for 1 double crust 9 inch pie or two shells the same size. To pre- 
vent soggy undercrust, BRUSH WITH BEATEN EGGWHITE be- 
fore turning in the fruit filling. 

Rhubarb Filling (For 9 Inch Size, Deep Pie) 
5 cups rhubarb (cut into %” - tablespoons cornstarch blended 
pieces) with 
1% cups sugar 3 tablespoons cold water 
2 tablespoons shortening 

Cover the rhubarb with sugar and shake gently to distribute 
evenly. Let stand 5 to 10 minutes before arranging in pie pan or 
individuals. Add the blended cornstarch and water with a spoon then 
dot with shortening and cover with rolled out pastry. Press down 
the edges with a fork and pierce the center of top crust 3 times with 
the tines of fork. Bake in a preheated oven at 425° F for 40 minutes. 

Stewed Rhubarb 


(Specially Good for Rhubarb Pie) 
5 tablespoons ice cold water 
A pinch of sugar 


DO NOT PEEL the rhubarb stalks. Merely cut from the leaf Sp 


ends into 1 inch pieces, using a sharp knife against the stalks on a 
cutting board. As the injurious oxalic acid of this plant is confined to 
the leaf, start the cutting at least 1% inches down or where the 
“pink” begins. Wash in cold water and drain in a collander. Cook 
in a tightly covered pot over moderate heat 6 to 8 minutes before 
lifting the lid. When the rhubarb has turned pink, add sugar with- 
out stirring. Merely shake the pot to distribute, adjust the cover 
and continue cooking 5 minutes longer or till tender. Young rhubarb 
stalks require less cooking. Use sugar in approximately the fallow- 
ing proportions: 
2 Ibs. rhubarb 
1% cups sugar 
Adding a pinch of salt brings out flavor and sweetness. The 
above method will require no added water and the cuts of rhubarb 
will retain their shape. Also, the color will be pleasing. 
Strawberries have also come to town! You'll be serving them 


‘fresh with breakfast cereals, of course. But just in case you're in 


the mood for something SPECIAL, try the following for that DES- 
SERT LUNCHEON you're planning when the Club comes to your 
house: 
Strawberry Festival Pie 
2 cups hulled fresh straw- 2 cups cornflakes 
berries 142 cups whipped cream 
1 cup thinly sliced bananas A pinch of salt 
% cup honey Shredded cocoanut for topping 
Crush the berries and combine with honey, cornflakes, salt and 

% cup of the whipped cream, folding the cream in lightly last. Turn 
this mixture into a baked pie crust. Spread the remaining whipped 
cream on top in swirls and sprinkle with cocoanut. Chill at least 44 
hour before serving. By the way, use the FLAKY PASTRY recipe 
for the pie shell and be sure to bake it till nicely browned. To pre- 
vent blistering, prick it lightly with a fork, and preheat the oven 
to 425° F before baking.

Playfully, one of the boys pulled Helen outside 
into the snow, and in the ensuing scuffle, the 
door swung shut and locked. Helen?s home was 
directly across the street, but fearing her fam- 
ily’s displeasure, Helen stood out in the snow 
and threw snowballs at the bedroom windows 
in an atternpt to waken the children and have 
them come down to open the door. When they 
did not respond, she took off her shoe, smashed 
the door glass, opened the lock from the in- 
side, and went in.

the trumped-up story of the attempted burg- 
lary. 

When Mrs. Burton went across the street and 
confronted the child and her parents with the 
story, Helen denied it completely. But later, 
she returned to the Burtons and told what had 
happened. 

“Helen,” said Mrs. Burton, “what hurt me 
most, was that you could lie up there all night 
and hear me cry and pace the floor and not 
have the heart to come down and tell me what 
had happened.’ 

“Oh, Mr. Burton, I didn’t sleep a wink all 
night nad I was just dying upstairs, but I had 
gotten in so deeply, I didn’t dare to tell you 
I had made it all up.” 

When friends heard the story, our first re 
action was of anger against the sitter. Then as 
we considered the situation, we realized that 
what had happened to Helen might have hap- 
pened to any child. 

BUT WHY had she felt it necessary to make 
up a story and hold to it? Didn’t she realize 
what difficulty she was laying up for herself 
if discovered? A child in trouble becomes 
frightened and does not think of ultimate con- 
sequences but grasps at any immediate means 
of escape . . . UNLESS she knows they will 
try to understand and will deal justly with 
her. 

Helen may have been expected to fear the 
reaction of the homeowner whose window she 
broke, but her own parents lived right across 
the street. Why shouldn’t she have been able 
to trust them enough to go across the street 
and enlist their help? I was fear which made 
Helen act as she did. Whose fault was it that 
she was afraid?

I guess The Post never did 
right by Henry Monsky. Not so 
much that we had anything 
against the great B’nai B'rith 
leader, but more because his job 
was one thing——-to safeguard the 
prestige and standing of the 
B’nai B'rith, and our point of 
view was another—that the pow- 
er of national] organizations was 
responsible for much of the con- 
flict in the U.S. Jewish commu- 
nity life. 

Yet although Mr. Monsky’s out- 
look was determined by his pres- 
idency of the B’na B'rith, he also 
had the welfare of the Jewish 


“pedple deepy at heart. Readers 


will recall that it was he who 
brought about the American 
Jewish Conference by calling to- 
gether the national organiza- 
tions at Pittsburgh. 

Mr. Monsky was a courageous 
and thorough-going Zionist, al- 
though he refused to allow the 
issue to come up before his 
lodges. We discussed this point 
from time to time when we met 
at various conventions, and al- 
though we differed on this and 
on his concern for the Anti- 
Defamation League’s autonomy, 
he still called me by first name. 

Mr. Monsky’s death is a severe 
loss to Jewish leadership. I saw 
him last at St. Louis at the meet- 
ing called to form the National 
Council for the Joint Defense Ap- 
peal. He fought vigorously when 
the challenge of duplication and 
conflict between the ADL and the 
American Jewish Committee was 
made,. and he tiffed with Judge 
Proskauer and genérally domin- 
ated, as he usually did at all 
conventions, even the American 
Jewish Conference. But these 
Were all nerve-wracking occa- 
sions that must have been re- 
sponsible in part for his death. 

I followed Mr. Monsky’s ca- 
reer as he grew from a Mid- 
‘western Jewish lawyer to a dom- 
inant figure in American Jewish 
life. We all wondered how he 
could devote so much time to 
B'nai B'rith and still earn a liv- 
ing as a lawyer. The answer 
probabaly is that he didn’t. That 
he made the decision that his law 
practice would have to be sec- 
ondary to his work for Jewish 
causes. 4 

Mr. Monsky’s support of all af- 
firmative Jewish causes will be 
missed sorely. There was never 
any question where he stood. It 
may be that B’nai B’rith would 
never have survived these troub- 
jous time had it not been for him. 
Other national organizations, es- 
pecially lodges, have long passed 
their peak and are no longer 
important influences in the Amer- 
ican Jewish community. Only his- 
tory will tell. But Mr. Monsky’s 
important place in that history is

Codes For Practices In Jewish Life 


ONFIRMATION of The Post’s contention 

that there must be devised a set of stan- 
dards of practice for Jewish life have been 
coming from many sources, the latest being an 
exchange of letters printed in Beth El Speaks, 
the bulletin of Beth El-Zedeck Congregation 
in Indianapolis. In the letters, which are print- 
ed herewith, Rabbi Israel M. Goldman an.- 
nounces that a survey commission has been 
set up by the Rabbinical Council of America 
(Conservative) to make recommendations for 
the guidance of congregations. 

Some years ago The Post in an editorial sug- 
gested a set of minimum practices. These 
were widely reprinted, although not as widely 
accepted. This type of action most certainly 
will not make people more religious, yet by 
eliminating confusion, the first step forward 
will have been made. The matter referred to by 
the following letters and that of a minimum 
code are part of the same problem. 

Below are the two letters: 

Rabbinical Assembly of America 
3080 Broadway 

New York, New York 
Gentlemen: 

The following resolution was passed unani- 
mously by the Board of Directors of our Con- 
gregation. Our Synagogue, Beth-El Zedeck, is 
the largest in Indiana, and one of the largest 
Conservative Congregations in the country. It 
comprises some five hundred families, whose 
sincere interest is in Conservative Judaism. 

“It is our deepest conviction that chaos and 
confusion within the ranks of Conservative 
Jewry have caused much harm to our move- 
ment. We find that there are so many inter- 
pretations of Conservative Judaism, that it 
extends from almost extreme orthodoxy 
through neo-reform. These various interpre- 
tations have caused much strife within the Con- 
grgeational walls in matters of ritual, such as, 
the Prayer Book to be used, the playing of the 
organ, the Bas Mitzvah, the position in which 
the Cantor stands, and a thousands other de- 
tails. This has thrown upon the individual 
Rabbi, the task of indicating the pattern to 
be followed. Because the previous Rabbi, or 
a Rabbi in a neighboring community may 
have indicated a different path, it becomes 
necessary for the Rabbi, in seeking to establish 
his program, to devote much time and energy 
to promulgating his own ideas. There are al- 
ways those who favor Ipcha Mistabra, and 
strife ensues. 

“It is our feeling that a program for Con- 
servative Judaism, a Schulchan Aruch, if you 
wish, would make it possible for the Rabbi to 
devote his time to constructive preaching and 
teaching in the Synagogue. 

We need not indicate that the strife, in ref- 
erence to details of ritual, usually accomplishes 


but one thing; it drives out younger people who 
cannot understand the reasons for quarrels 
that seem insignificant, and lessens their re. 
spect for both Rabbi and Congregation. We 
urge upon the Rabbinical Assembly of Amer. 
ica the immediate setting up of a Commission 
to bring order into the legal house of Israel.”

Dear Mr. Freeman: 

I was pleased to receive your letter under the 
date of April 3rd. It certainly shows that the 
people in your Congregation are vitally con- 
cerned in the program and in the progress of 
Conservative Judaism. It is also evidence of a 
persisting vitality in the Congregational life 
for all of which you ought to be congratulated. 

The problems you raise are not peculiar to 
your own Congregation. There are other Con- 
gregations in the land who are confronted with 
similar situations. 

Of course, you know that the Rabbinical 
Assembly of America has as one of its out- 

@ Standing committees a Committee on Jewish 
Law. From time to time this agency issues 
Responsa which after a while will constitute 
a body of legal opinions for Conservative Juda- 
ism. I say this in order to assure you that 
our movement is not unaware of the problems 
you raise and that within the framework of 
Jewish Law and with an awareness of con- 
temporary needs, attempts are being made to 
find a solution of these difficult problems. 

At the present time, there is no uniformity 
of practice among our Congregations concern- 
ing many ritual matters. It should be said, 
however, that our movement is liberal and pro- 
gressive enough not to enjoin a rigid conform- 
ity. For example, there are many prominent 
Congregations in our movement who for sev- 
eral decades now have been using the organ, 
have the Cantor, face the Congregation and 
have instituted the rite of the Bas Mitzvah. In 
fact, I might make the observation that this 
seems to be the growing arend among our Con- 
gregations. 


You will be pleased to know that I brought 


your letter to the attention of our Executive 
Council and that it was the immediate and di- 
rect cause for creating a special commission 
whose purpose it shall be to survey existing 
ritual practice in our Conservative Congrega- 
tions and on the basis of this study to make 
recommendations for the guidance of our Con- 
gregations. ; 

I trust that this communication will answer 
some of the questions you have raised. I shall 
be pleased to hear from you further.

New Congregations 


HE auspicious circumstances under which 

Rabbi S. Green will organize Cleveland’s 
third Reform congregation are worth noting, 
as is the announcement that “the new congre- 
gation will seek its membership from among 
those Jews. not at present affiliated with any 
synagogue in Cleveland.” 

This announcement does not say any Re- 
form Temple, but “any synagogue.” 

The auspicious circumstances are: the Union 
of American Hebrew Congregations, who are 
supplying the funds and the blessings of ‘rabbis 
of Cleveland’s two Reform congregations and 
their boards. 

But these two congregations have long been 
among the largest in the United States, and 
should not have been allowed to grow to their 
present overblown size. And yet there are con- 
gregations in many other large cities, with 
just as many members. 

Nor is the Reform group alone to be criti- 


cized. .Members have been kept waiting, The 
Post is told, as long as three years to join 
Rabbi Morris Adler’s Conservative congrega- 
tion in Detroit. 

Except in Philadelphia and out on the West 
Coast, there are no new congregations being 
formed, and even these can be counted on the 
fingers of one hand. 

Throughout the United States there are 
thickly populated Jewish neighborhoods where 
there are no synagogues of any kind. There 
have been large movements of Jewish families 
in the past 10 to 15 years from one section of 
cities to others, yet our synagogues have not 
followed the trend. 

It is quite possible that there might be a 
surge of affiliation even now were there suit- 
ably located congregations. The new congrega- 
tion in Cleveland is all to the good, but there 
should be similar developments in at least 10 
to 20 communities instead of this lone activity. 


Big Givers Meeting Obligation, Except in Hollywood

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WITH SCURRILITY IN BRISTLING LETTER» 


Editor, National Jewish Post, 

My attention has been called to the column entitle® “New York” 
by M. Z. Frank in the May, 2 issue of your periodical. I was amazed 
to read there the fantastic fabrication that I am violently opposed 


.to Chalutziut. Your columnist has the effrontery to quote me as 


having made an insulting reference to American chalutzim. He 
writes: “The truth is that Louis Levinthal only recently referred 
to American Chalutzism (sic) as fere misfits.” 

When the same columnist lampooned me in a recent column 
as one who had accomplished nothing during my presidency of the 
ZOA from 1941 to 1943, other than to tell American Jews that “Zion- 
ism was kosher because Brandeis had said so,” I decided to make 
no comment. Indeed, I deemed it an honor to have my name linked 
with Justice Brandeis’s, even as a target for ridicule. Moreover, I 
believed that most of my fellow-Zionists were aware of the services 
Jhad been privileged to render our cause, and would not accept 
Frank’s appraisal of me. Without undue immodesty, I ventured 
to hope that they would be more likely to concur in what another 
columnist in your paper, Mr. Carl Alpert, was kind enough to write 
about my ZOA presently (in a biographical article bearing his sig- 
nature in The Universal Jewish Encyclopedia, Vol. 6, p. 638): “His 
admininsration has been marked by a courageous presentation of 
the Zionist cause, and by a bold and vigorous espousal of ‘progressive 
Zionist projects. He has been the exponent of a vitalized Zionist 
program, which aims to enlist the support of a maximum number 
of American Jews for the rebuilding of a Jewish Palestine.” 

When, however, Frank resorts to false quotations and brazen 
misstatements, I have no choice but to protest to you as the respon- 
sible editor and publisher of the journal which lends respectability 
to his calumnies. * 

Those of your readers who know me personally and are familiar 
with my views will, of course, realize at once that the alleged quota- 
tion is a canard without the slightest basis in fact. For those read- 
ers who may have been misled by your columnist to picture me as a 
“superannuated” ZOA ex-president with reactionary, anti-Labor and 
anti-Chalutz prejudices, permit me to state categorically that I 
never said anything which could by the farthest stretch of the imag- 
ination be interpreted as a derogatory refiection upon chalutzim 
from America or any other land. On the other hand, I have con- 
sistently, in public addresses and in private conversation, expressed 
my sincere admiration and respect for those of our young people 
who are blessed with the idealism and the hardihood to become pio- 
neers in Palestine. It just so happens that my own daughter and 
son-in-law (both American born and graduates of American col- 
leges) are right now preparing for their early departure, with their 
two small children, for Rehovoth. Their Aliyah, I am proud to re- 
cord, entails considerable financial loss on their part and, I am sorry 
to add, not a little personal anxiety on the part of their parents. 
That I should be accused of having called young American Jewish 
idealists “mere misfits” is the grossest sort of libel imaginable. 

To intimate, as your columnist does, that I was “perturbed” 
because the members of the burnt-down Highstown training farm 
“were not General Zionists but Labor Zionists (Hashomer Hatzair, 
as it happens)” is simply ridiculous. Mr. Moshe Furmansky, that 
devoted and selfless leader of Hechalutz and of Hashomer Hatzair 
{now in Palestine), with whom I was privileged to cooperate dur- 
ing my administration, would, I am sure, be glad to testify, if cor- 
roboration were needed, that the innuendo that I am opposed to 
Labor and to Chalutziut is a grotesque scurrility. 

I beNeve that the other alleged statements of fact contained in 
Frank’s column are no more trustworthy than those referring to me 
personally, which I know to be totally false. The charge, for in- 
stance, that Robert Szold, close friend and associate of Justice 
Brandeis and staunch advocate of the Justice’s Zionist policies, has 
been engaged in a “fight against Labor throughout his career” is 
beneath contempt. 

Too bad that a periodical avowing high journalistic ideals and 
standards should, without prior investigation or inquiry, permit the 
dissemination of malicious misstatements. 

It is incredible that the present ZOA administration should relish 
this dubious brand of championship found im Frank’s column.

QUOTES FROM SOURCES TO DISPROVE 
POINT MADE BY RABBI GOLDBURG

Rabbi Norman Goldburg in- 
directly gave his “psat,” inter- 
pretation, of the Balfour Decla- 
ration, quoting Prof. Hocking 
from an article issued by the In- 
stitute of Arab-American Affairs, 
Inc. They say that the Balfour 
Declaration “viewed with favor 
the establishment of a national 
home in Palestine for the Jewish 
people,” BUT “did not promise 
the reconstruction of Palestine 
as the National home of the 
Jews.” 


Let me also quote a non-Jew, 
Bartley Crum in his “Behind the 
Silken Curtain,” page 17, who 
quotes a Jew, Dr. Neumann, who 
annihilates the above-quoted ar- 
gument.
